The whole government press now si- 
multaneously prints pro-British argu- 
ments. evidently having received a cue 
from headquarters. It is quite true that 
the emperor has all along been pro-Eng- 
lish. He regards friendly and even inti- 
mate relations between the two countries 
as one of the corner stones of his policy. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has from time to time furnished 
proof of the above. His majesty’s latest 
evidences in this line are his personal 
utterances, knowledge of which has not 
penetrated beyond his immediate sur- 
rounding, but it is said that they are all 
confirmatory or his pro-British feeling. 

The emvperor in this is in one mind with 
the minister of foreign affairs, Count von 
Buelow, and both of them have been 
strengthened in their views by the be- 
havior of France and Russia sinco the 
South African war began. They have al- 
so been influenced by the attitude of the 
United States toward Great Britain since 
the beginning of the war, his majesty be- 
ing a trm believer in a cordial under- 
Standing Letween Great Britain, tne 
United States and Germany. He has not 
ecrupled to give expression to this con- 
viction during the past year to both the 
British ambassador, Sir Frank C. Las- 
celles, and the United States ambassador, 
Andrew D. White. It is needless to say 
that this policy is wholly disapproved of 
by the agrarians, who are pweinting out 
that the late Prince Lismareck always 
thought Itussia was Germanv’s vest 
friend. The semi-official Post, correcting 
the views expressed by part of the Brit- 
ish and American press, that a strong 
anti-American feeling is prevaliing in Ger- 
many, concludes: 

“It ig true the war with Spain, begun 
without sufficient cause, was severely con- 
demned, but now that peace is restored, 
we endeavor to be just to the Americans, 
rot being blind in their faults, but ad- 
mitting their great achievements in every 
department of life. ‘Tho United S‘aies has 
stepped into the rank of the world-puwers 
and we do not know why Germany should 
show animosity, since both powers, rath- 
er, should go the same path.”

Fuerstenberg was partly undertaken in 
order to gain a correct idea of the actual 
status of the German language national 
strife in Austria before meeting Jumperor 
Francis Joseph, with whom he will con- 
verse on the se@ibject.

STRIKE IN PARIS 


Soiled Linen Is Now the Order of the 
Day at the Exposition. 


COMPROMISE IS REJECTED 


oe 


French Metropolis. 


Officials Are Apprehensive 
There May Be Some Trouble 
in the City. 


Paris, April 28—A famine of clean 
linen is more disturbing to Parisians than 
the incomplete condition of the exposi- 
tion grounds. Eight thousand Paris 
washerwomen have struck for’ higher 
wages and shorter hours, and serious 
inconvenience has already been caused. 
The local managers and Keepers of res- 
taurants bitterly complain that half 
their linen is not returned from the 
wash and private families are also feel- 
ing the pinch. The strike commenced at 
Bologne-Surseine, and spread to several 
other environs where laundries are sit- 
uated. The laundry work people around 
Paris number between 20,000 and 30,000, 
and if the strikers succeed in securing 
their adhesion, the mass of Parisians will 
have to go unwashed. The fact that the 
influx of visitors to the exposition has 
begun, necessitating heavy demands on 
the laundries, gave the washerwomen 
an opportunity to put the screws on 
their employers, who naturally are much 
incensed by this attempt to force their 
hands now, when they have already con- 
cluded contracts in many cases with 
hotels, restaurants and other establish- 
ments for the exposition season at de- 
termined rates. The masters offered a 
partial increase of wages, but the strik- 
ers thus far have refused to compro- 
mise. Bands of work people gathered in 
the neighborhood of the laundries where 
work {fs still partially continued and tried 
to persuade the non-strikers to join 
them. No serious disorder has yet oc- 
curred, but the police are making pre- 
cautions and detachments of gendarmes 
have been drafted to the districts where 
trouble is possible. 

This ebullition of labor difficulties calls 
attention to the serious possibility of 
much graver disturbances arising from 
the throwing on the labor market of thou- 
sands of workmen by the completion of 
the exhibition, and of the central portion 
of the new metropolis railway. These 
great undertakings attracted to Paris 
vast numbers of provincial carpenters, 
masons, painters and unskilled laborers, 
and the problem the government has now 
to face is the disposal of these men 
through the country or to avoid a great 
labor crisis in Paris, the consequences of 
which it would be difficult to foresee. The 
‘first measure of the government has been 
to post at all centers of work placards 
enumerating undertakings in the prov- 
inces directed by the minister of public 
works. It is estimated that the next 
three days will absorb about 12,000. Free 
transport will be given fo the places 
where the men are required. There still, 
however, remains a large number for 
whom jobs are wanted. The acting secre- 
tary of the labor exchange calculates that 
fifty thousand workmen came to Paris 
last year. Of this number, perhaps two- 
thirds intend to return to their homes. 
The secretaries of the several trades un- 
ions take a more pessimistic view of the 
situation. The secretary of the painters’ 
organization, for instance, reckoned that 
the completion of the exhibition will leave 
over 10,000 painters alone unemployed, 
while a committeeman of the unskilled 
laborers’ union claims that the number 
of laborers who will be thrown on the 
streets will reach 20,000, few of whom will 
consent o go to the provinces. This latter 
reluctance is an important factor in the 
crisis, as the countrymen, intoxicated by 
the glitter of the metropolis, are disposed 
to hang on as long as possible. 

The fortnight’s work on the exposition 
since the opening has done much to bring 
order out of the chaos which obtained 
when President Loubet declared the expo- 
sition opened. 

Progress is being made daily and sight- 
seers can find sufficient to repay them 
for the trouble of a visit. The galleries 
are filling up with the exhibits which are 
being rapidly installed. The foreign sec- 
tions in this respect are further advanced 
than France’s own buildings and the 
American exhibits are keeping weli 
abreast of those of other countries.

Your petitioner has reason to believe 
that gross frauds have been perpe- 
trated in the management of the as- 
sets belonging to said company by 
some of the officers connected with 
the management, and that the facts 
in the matter can on.y be determined 
by a rigid and thorough examination 
of all the books, accounts, invoices 
and other data in the office of the said 
company. That the employment of 
such expert will facilitate the work of 
arriving at a correct understanding 
of the real cvundition of the estate, and 
that it is practica.ly impossible to do 
So Without such €XaMination. 

Your petitioner further finds that on 
the 16th day of April, 1900, accounts to’ 
the amount of $15,000 appear to have 
been transferred to one Herman, of 
Milwaukee, Wis., to secure a loan of 
$12,000.

That great interest is being taken in 
the forthcoming primary e.ection to be 
held May 15th was demonstrated yester- 
day by the rush of citizens to the county 
tax collector’s office for the purpose of 
registering. Between the time of open- 
ing and closing the tax collector’s office 
$13 voters had placed their names on the 
registration lists and at the sub-station 
at Silverman’s store gixty-five others had 
registered. 

As the time draws near for the primary 
there is a genera] livening up in all the 
wards and the qualified voters appear to 
be anxioug to get on the lists that they 
may take part in the. white primary. 
When the tax co.lector’s office ciosed Fri- 
day evening exactly §,679 voters had regis- 
tered for the primary and these figures 
show an increase of 42 names as com- 
pared with the total registration for 1898. 

In 1898 the Jast county election was held 
and at that time the number of yotes cast 
was 6,049, which was 1,516 less than the 
number of names registered. With the 
addition of the names registered yester- 
day at both the tax collector’s and the 
branch office the registration for city and 
county is now 9,057, which is considered an 
unusually large registration. 

Since the estab.ishment of the sub-sta- 
tion for receiving registrations of citi- 
zens who might be, for some cause or 
other, unable to visit the tax collector's 
office, the registration of the sixth ward 
has crept up steadi.y until now it is with- 
in less than 500 names of the total regis- 
tration to which it is entitled. Both the 
sixth and second wards, the two largest 
in the city, are entitled to about 1,900 
votes each. 

I'riday evening the second, which is now 
a few names ahead of its rival, the 
sixth,, had registered 1,517 names, just 
half a hundred names in excess of its

Simonton’s Decision Will 


Bring It About. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 23.—(Special.)—-Two 
months ago William A. Guthrie, of Dur- 
ham, who was four years ago the populist 
nominee tor governor, gave official notice 
that, as a stowkholder of the Blackwell's 
Durham Tobacco Company, he would ap- 
ply to the legislature, at its session next 
June, to repeal the charter, on the ground 
that the company i3 now owned and con- 
trolled by the American tobacco trust in 
violation of North Carolina laws. Quick- 
ly atter this notice, the various persons 
who compose the American tobacco trust 
applied to Judge Simonton, of the federal 
court, for an order of sale of the Black- 
well company, and the appointment of a 
receiver. He appointed Percy Hill, of New 
York. secretary of the trust, tempvrary 
receiver. A bill of complaint was filed by 
the trust. To this Guthrie answered. The 
case Was argued at Charleston last week. 

Today Judge Simonton flied his opinion 
here. In this he says there is a collision 
among the Blackwell etockholders: that 
Guthrie, with only one share, has deciared 
his purpose to seek a repeal of the charter 
by the legislature, and if he fails to bring 
the question before the people of North 
Carolina to agitate on the stump, and to 
make it a question in politics; that wheth- 
er he may succeed or fail, the same result 
will follow, as far as the interests of the 
corporation are concerned; that with the 
well-known timidity of capital, its busi- 
ness must be injured and destroyed; that 
the good will of these manufacturing cor- 
porations and the brand they use are val- 
vable portions ef the assets; that the in- 
terest of 99 per cent of the stockholders 
is generally in peril by the threatened ac-

Judge Simonton says a chancery court 
will always grant relict against soiveat 
corporations, whenever sufficient cause 
is shown. He, therefore, appoints Hill 
permanent receiver to conduct the busi- 
ness of the Biackwell company until a 
further court, fixing his bond at $50,000. He 
refers the case to Standing Master Shep- 
ard to take testimony at once on matters 
of fact alleged in the bill of complaint, 
and not admitted in the answer. The case 
is novel, and of great importance. 

The North Carolina anti-trust law will 
now be tested. The values of the Black- 
well property is said to be over $4,000,000.

If the negro could once 
realize that there is neither law, re- 
striction nor prejudice upon his being 
a good man he would discover ahead of 
him a field filled with opportunities. 
Then there is the material world, in 
which he has the most complete liber- 
ty. If he is industrious and saves his 
dollars he can buy a home. With a 
home, he can raise a respectable fami- 
ly and will not need to seek other so- 
ciety. Thus engaged morally and ma- 
terially he can live, side by side with 
his white neighbors, in perfect harmony 
and security.

Spasmodic Virtue Exposed. 

The spasmodic exercise of virtue 
which resulted in the rejection of Mr. 
Quay by the United States senate is 
taken much to hearf by the republican 
press, which seeks to create out of it a 
platform upon which they can revivify 
their allegiance to the grand old party. 

Among these organs is The Philadel- 
phia Press, which opposes fraudulent 
ballots in local elections, but fs blind to 
those which return republicans to con- 
gress. It, declares that—

most right thinking people the attempt 
to place him in the senate after his re- 
jection by his state legislature was an 
indecent and an immoral act. 

Unfortunately for The Press, the fig- 
ures do not slfow up to support a case 
of good conduct for the republican 
party. Mr. Quay was rejected by a vote 
which showed twenty-five republicans 
for him as against eighteen against 
him, and the majority voice of a party 
must be taken as its true expression, 
The majority against Quay was made 
up of twenty-four of the anti-republi- 


'can forces. Taken morg in detail, of the 


eighty-seven senators accounted for 
forty-five were in favor of Quay as 
against forty-two in his favor. The for- 
ty-five lost its effect through abstention 
from voting by republican senators, 
who hoped that he could win without 
them, and thus save their local records 
for future use. Of the total republican 
strength in the senate thirty-eight were 
for Quay, while only thirteen siimmed 
up courage enough to vote against him, 
the balance being accounted for in 
pairs. The democratic majority stood 
firm, under every analysis, for the 
maintenance of the senate precedent.

CUBA’S ELECTION SYSTEM 
AND RIUS RIVERA’S VIEWS 


Havana. Cuba, April 20—(Special Cor- 
respond -nce.)—Since the 22d of February 
the system formulated by the American 
members of the electoral commission to 
regulate the registration and election 
boards in the coming muricipal elections, 
have been completed. Having seen a 
rough draft of the document, I thought 
with envy of the superior laws to be in 
effect in Cuba, realizing full well that the 
United States had made good use Of its 
own experience in matters electoral, and 
had promulgated a far better and revised 
system for the island of Cuba The men 
at the helm had bent all their energies, 
had given days and weeks of anxious 
study to the problem, had bestowed of 
their best—given the benefit of keen in- 
tellect, deep and wide learning, vast ©xX- 
perience, to the end that as far as human 
affairs can go, the system should be ab- 
solutely faultless, adapted to the needs 
of the hour and the temperament of the 
people. Mr. Horatio Seymour Rubens, of 
New York, one of the commissioners, had, 
we may say, been born and bred in the 
midst of elections, had been in the thick 
of the fight during many a stormy cam~- 
paign and election in New York city; had 
made wn careful study of registration, had 
seen put into effect varied systems, hence 
had gathered from study, thought and 
practical experience a mine of resource 
to be drawn upon and disbursed at this 
special time. Major Runcte, a man among 
ten thousand, soldier, lawyer, man of af- 
fairs, had bent all the powers of a keen 
and cultivated intellect to aid in the work; 
therefore it was a matter of very great 
surprisa that ideas well. digested, 
so plainly expressed, did not meet the 
views of the Cubans. Just at the tims, 
too, when I was waiting for the wires to 
declare the great work of these men, when 
I hoped to be able to give the text of the 
registration and election laws of Cuba, 
never surmising that they would be fought 
and questicned, Genera] Wood telephoned 
to the department of justice, in connec- 
tion with which were the Cuban commis- 
sions, -lirecting absolute silence on the 
part of the office force.

That this government so constituted, receive 
togethér with recognition by the United States, 
power to exercise sovereignty in the name of 
the Republic of Cuba, taking steps imme- 
diately to promote a treaty of friendship and 
commerce to regulate our international rela- 
tions with the United States of America. 

That all these matters be effectuated within 
a year, from the Ist of January, 190!, to De- 
cember 3!i. I901. 

Here, in my opinion, is the foundation for 
developing untversal and simultaneous action 
by all political parties and patriotic societies, 
which so sincerely love the independence of 
Cuba. 

Is there any party or sdciety which is not 
ready to subscribe to these principles, which 
should be common to all? If there be, then 
such do not desire loyalty and uncompromis- 
ingly the liberty of their country. Therefore, 
if all parties are in accord on this basis, why 
not further a general convention of represen- 
tatives of the parties, that they may agree 
upon, prepare and address to the United States 
a petition on this line, in the name of and rep- 
resenting the people of Cuba? 

Every party can reserve its own potitical 
programme for the time when we constitute 
a country; but at present, all should begin a 
simultaneous campaign, and a persistent one, 
with a common platform, until we convince 
the American governinent that not only do the 
Cuban people feel the unanimous aspiration to- 
ward independence, but hat likewise we recog- 
nize and mark out a practical way to obtain 
that end. 

I have written much without care for literary 
style, but here are my opinions expressed with 
a hasty pen. Doubtless you can make some 
friends aware of the contents of this letter, 
who would understand my mode of thought 
and !mmediately proceed to put the ideas into 
effect. I give you authority to make use of 
this letter in any way which you believe best 
calculated to bring about the interest of our 
common country.

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THOMPSON RETIRES 
FROM KIMBALL 


He Is One of the South’s Best Known 
Hotel Men. 


THE HISTORY OF HIS WORK 


Was One of the Kimball’s Original 
Lessees. 


FIFTEEN YEARS WITH THE HOUSE 


Joseph Thompson Did More Than 
Any One Man To Make Atlanta 
Prominent in Hotel Circles. 


On May ist Joseph Thompson, after fif- 
teen years as one of the lessees of the 
Kimball house, retires permanently from 
the hotel business and in future will de- 
vote himself exclusively to his other in- 
terests. 

Mr. Thompson’s retirement removes 
from local hotel circles a man who, prob- 
ably more than any other one man, did 
the most valuable work in bringing At- 
lanta forward by supplying the city with 
one of the largest and best.equipped hos- 
telries in the country. During the entire 
time that he was one of the Kimball jes- 
sees he maintained the high standard of 
the house in every possible way. A man 
of strong personality and possessed of 
advanced ideas, it was mainly to his ef- 
forts that the Kimball gained its wide 
reputation throughout the whole country. 
Before entering the hotel business Mr. 
Thompson had friends all over the south. 
After taking the Kimball lease he made 
many additional ones. Once he gained 
@ patron for the house he retained him 
ever afterward, 

When Scoville, Beermann & Thompson 
firest secured the Kimball house lease in 
1885 the venture was looked upon as prob- 
lematic by the conservative business men 
of Atlanta, They argued that the hotel 
was out of all proportion to the size of 
the city and doubted if it could be made 
to pay. Mr. Thompson and his associates 
had faith in Atlanta, however, and never 
allowed doubt to enter their minds, They 
furnished Atlanta with a hotel that was 
a revelation to northern tourists and a 
constant matter for pride to Atlantians. 
The Kimball house paid almost from the 
time its lessees took hold of it. Some 
years the returns were small, but at times 
it netted a valuable revenue. In retiring 
from the Kimbail Mr. Thompson leaves 
& property the reputation of which is fixed 
as one Of the leading—if not the leading— 
hotel in the south, 

History of Kimball, 

When the old Kimball house was de- 
stroyed by*fire, leaving Atlanta without 
a first-class hotel of any size. Joseph 
Thompson was one of Atlanta’s public 
Spirited citizens who invested his money 
in &@ stock company to supply the deficien- 
cy. He contributed liberally to the enter- 
prise, both in money and personal initlu- 
ence. In 1580, When the new structure was 
finished, Mr. Thompson became one of the 
lessees, the style of the firm being Sco- 
ville, Beermann & Thompson. At the re- 
tirement of Mr. Scoville some years later 
Mr. Thompson retained his interest, the 
style of the firm then becoming Charles 
scermann & Co. At Charles Beermann's 
death, about four years ago, Mr. Thonip- 
son became the sole lessee. His lease 
will expire on May Ist, when Hickey & 
Co. will assume control of the house. 

Joseph Thompson is one of Atlanta’s 
most public spirited citizens. He has 
hundreds of friends. He was born in De- 
catur, Ga., and came to Atlanta in 16. 
His first work was done when he was a 
school boy of only fourteen. During one 
of his vacations he took a temporary posi- 


tion with the Georgia Railroad and Bank- | 


ing Company, and showed such aptitude 
for the work that he was soon made re- 
ceiving teller. He preferred work 10 
school and remainéd with the bank until 
the war broke out. In 1861 he went out 
with the First Georgia regiment and re- 
mained with that command until it sur- 
rendered at Marshall, Tex. 

After the war he returned to Atlanta 
and secured a position with Peck-Thomp- 
son Company, one of the leading dry 


goods houses in the city. Later he was a 


bookkeeper for Beach, Root & Co. in 
1869 he became associated with Cox & 
Hill in the wholesale liquor business. In 
1871 he became a partner in the business, 
the style of the firm becoming Cox, Hill 
& Thompson. After the prohibition re- 
gime he became a member of the Potts- 
Thompson Liquor Company, and is now 
vice president of that company. 

Mr. Thompson has no intention of en- 
gaging in the hotel business after his re- 
tirement from the Kimball. He will re- 
tain his interest in the Potts-Thompson 


Liquor Company, and will also conduct a 


wholesale liquor business of his own, He 
will also devote considerable of his time 
to his extensive interests at Brookwood, 
which is one of the handsomest country 
places in the south.

The increase was 
not as ‘arge as waa anticipated. and its ef- 
fect was lost partly in the gain of $9,443,100 
in deposits, the latter requiring an adde re- 
serve of vver $2,000,000. [Loans are $7,075,- 
300 larger. It is noticeable that the added 
cash holdings for the week are traceable to 
receipts of legal tenders. This indicates opera- 
tions with interior banks. An event of some 
importance during the week was the export of 
$500,000 gold by the National City bank. 
This was largely a special transaction, but at 
the same time, with the banks gaining from 
all sources, interest rates will probably not 
go higher and exports of specie are only nat- 
ural. The per capita circulation of the United 
States is now at the highest point of its his- 
tory, and is increasing. As business is not 
expanding proportionately there is nothing 
strange in the spectacle of a small percentage 
of idle capital seeking better investment re- 
turns elsewhere. It would be useless to pre- 
dict the volume which the present export move- 
ment will assume if, indeed, it continues, but 
since money commands better terms abroad, 
and there is certainly a surplus beyond present 
need here, there would be nothing surprising 
in a continued movement for some time to 
come. But this does not imply weaknes or 
unfavorable trada conditions. On the con- 
trary, it reveals the inherent financial strength 
of the country, and it is not saying too much 
to predict that exports of gold can be stopped 
immediately if the occasion arises without dis- 
turbing business in the least. The fact that 
the United States has since |896 absorbed one- 
third of the entire gold production of the world, 
and that present supplies are being added to at 
a rate exceeding $5,000,000 monthly through 
current production, is often lost sight of 
when the foreign ned for gold arises.”’

Removing the Prison Walls. 


Considerable headway is -being made in 
the work of tearing down the old state 
penitentiary to make room for the new 
$1,000,000 capitol bulding, and the front 
wing has been entirely removed, furnisP- 
ing enough brick to erect the new $4,000 
annex to the lunatic asylum for the col- 
cred insane. The material so far secure4 
has been of a fairly good quality, although 
many of the bricks have been decayed 
by the elements and when the main walls 
are reached it is expected that the per- 
centage of brick rejected will be quite 
large. The main cell building, however, 
contains some very good material. This 
building was originally erected in 1838, but 
was destroyed by the federal troops in 
1863 and rebuilt immediately after the 
war by the convicts. The two-story wagon 
shop was erected in 1876, and the large 
three-story structure built in i885.

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MYERS SEEMS TO BE IN LEAD

Tallahassee, Fla., April 
Developments of the last few days have 
excited great enthusiasm and confidence 
in the friends and supporters of State 
Senator Fred T. Myers, who is rs garded 
as the leader in the race for the demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination in this 
state. Mr. Myers himself has received 
strong pledges of support from influen- 
tial democrats all over Florida, and there 
are said to be indications that a drift to- 
ward him has set in in the numerous 
counties which have been considered very 
doubtful. 

It is claimed for the senator that he is 
the only one of the active gubernatorial 
candidates who has a strong and substan- 
tial following in every section of the 
state. His friends admit that one or two 
of his competitors have very influential 
backing and will go into the convention 
with very respectable votes, but they 
assert that Mr. Myers is the most gen- 
erally popular of the five aspirants, and 
will gain new votes with each ballot. 
These Myers men, among whom are some 
of Florida's ablest politicians, seem so 
feel assured that after a few ballots, the 
weakest candidates will retire from ihe 
contest and the bulk of the strength of 
each one will be thrown to Mr. Myers, 
insuring his nomination, 

Senator Myers is well and altogether 
favorably known to tne people of Florida. 
He was born in Tallahassee July 12, ISH, 
and graduated from the University of 
Georgia, at Athens, with the class of 1574. 
From 1875 to 1877 he was clerk of the 
supreme court of Florida, and when he 
resigned that post he began the practice 
of law. Except for an interruption of 
two years, from 18sU to 1882, when he was 
chief clerk in the state land office under 
Hon. Hugh A. Corley, Mr. Myers has de- 
voted himself assiduously to the legal pro- 
fession for twenty-three years, and Is 
rated one of the ablest general advocates 
and counsellors at the Florida bar. 

In 1899 Mr. Myers was elected to-repre- 
sent Leon county in the state senate, 
and re-elected in 1894 and 1898, At tne 
session of 1895 he \was president of the 
senate. and is often referred to as ‘‘the 
bright, particular star’ of that body, be- 
cause of his talents as an orator, his 
wide and thorough acquaintance with 
state affairs and his well considered 
judgment upon proposed legislation. 

There seems to be quite a general feel- 
ing that Senator Myers will go into the 
convention with considerably more votes 
than any of the other aspirants for the 
gubernatorial nomination, and to his 
friends, who are studying the situation 
closely. there seems to be left no doubt 
that he will be the next governor of Fior- 
ida.

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THE JAPANESE FROG. 


kz little folks in Japan make some 


very interesting paper toys, and none

mond. Now seizing the paper below the 


diamond with a smaller diamond in the 
center. Then each one of the cones must 
be folded again so as to get all the points 
around the center. Care must be taken 
to get the points as even and equal as 
possible. To finish the frog, turn the 
upper points out so that they spread 
and form the forelegs, and the lower 
points so that they form the hindlegs. 
When it is finished a fine thread may 
be attached to the frog’s body, and by 
careful jerks {t almost seeks to leap 
around on the floor or table. The paper 
used should be stiff enough to retain the 
folds as given to it, but not so brittle as 
to break under the handling. Do not be 
discouraged if the first frog you make is 
lame, for then it is certain that the 
points have not been folded evenly.

To get the 
sheet rubber into that condition and yet 
preserve its strength requires skill unlike 
that in any other branch of the rubber 
industr? unless it be the coating ol 
waterproof cioths. The fumes and resol- 
vents used in the process are injurious to 
the workmen. Then the dyes, the bril- 
liant purples, yellows and ereens have Lo 
be applied and to persons of certain con- 
stitution work at the trade is suicide. 
Even the superintendents, who do not 
come in constant or immediate contact 
with the rubber, haye been known to fail

An American maker of rubber surgical 
appliances has lately originated a meth- 
od for partially overcoming the harmful 
influerces of working in rubber and has 
Started a factory for making toy bal- 
loons by this new process. Three times 
he assayed the manufacture and was 
Stopped by the citv. authorities to whom 
neighbors had reported the place asa 
nursance, Within a~- year, however, he 


has contrived such precautionary meas- 
ures for disguising the odors and carry- 
ing Off the gasses any vapors that the 
health inspectors now let him work in 
peace, There are no little nimble fin- 
gered helpers to tie in the mouthpiece 


of these balloons as in France, but a doz- 


en girls over fourteen are learning the 
trade and training to be finishers, and a 


number of streng, healthy boys are prac- 
ticing at the secrets of the rubber work. 
in Kngland there is a book of Blue laws 
for the regulation of the rubber industry, 
the mortality among the workers having 


called attention to the need. And the 
American bears these stipulations in 
mind and intends to leave no loopholes 


for public complaint against his venture. 
His process of making, however, is kept 
as carefully guarded as though it were 
a matter of national momen. So much 


energy and research has been directed 
towards this matter of balloon making 
that now when the problem is about to 


be solved he would not have a ecompetit- 
or in the rubber trade get wind of the 
method for any consideration. ‘The Ger- 
man chemist in charge of the workmen 
share this feeling and a churtish facto- 
tum is posted at the door to see that no 


spy or emissary of the trade interest 
gets by, 
The few individua's who work single- 


handed at the making of the toy balloons 
have a hard time despite the popularity 
of their products They are mostly for- 
eigners Who came to this country unac- 
quainted with business conditions and ex- 
pecting to make and sell their goods 
just as the bootmaker makes b dts, or the 
harness maker harness. They remain 
obscure and unknown, sometimes with- 
out the money even to procure the crude 
rubber to work with or for the necessary 
help and for proper quarters to work in. 
When at last their balloons are compteted 
they have to depend upon pedd.ing them 
as a method of disposa!. They are usual- 
ly skilled in their trade, having worked 
at good.trade schoos in the old couniries, 
but without the force and ability to cre- 
ate interest’ for themselves. They work 
in living rooms unknown. to the authori- 
ties and known only to the man at the 
grinding shop who sharpens their tools, 
and the dealers from whom they get the

SPRIGGING CAMPS. 

Throughout the winter 
“camps are the order. <As night falls. 
and the day's work has concluded. all th: 
spriggers of one hillside, or one little vai- 
ley, bringing with them each her work 
and her stool, gather at the house of one. 
and night after night they visit the houses 
of one another in rotation. The girl in 
whose house the camp gathers supplies 
the light. In the middle of the floor the 
spriggers form a circle, with the light 
(which used to be candle, but is oftener 
now oil) in the center. The boys of the 
district follow the camp from house to 
house. They sit around the Walls, and 
pass the time merrily for themselves and 
the girls, in jest and joke, and in tellir: g 
funny stories. 

The fun is alwavs great in the Cam} 
house, and the greater part of {t consists 
in witty tedinage—’ ‘sconcing,’’ we call it. 
As they repidly ply ther fingers and keen 
their eyes steadfastly on their work, the 
Girls can cast cver their shi ulvers a 
Roland fcr every Oliver Kiven them bv 
the boys.

ANILA, March 14, 1900.—One of the 
serious problems which confronts 
the government here is the selec- 
tion of a leper island and the segregation 
of the lepers. There are lepers scattered 
throughout the archipelago. In many 
places they mix with the other people. 
They may be seen begging at the doors 
of the churches, and it is hard to tell 
whether they are not in the markets 
handling the vegetables and meats which 
We eat on our tables. There are, it is 
said, 30,000 lepers in the Visayan islands, | 
and th® number in the whole country | 
must be upwaré@ of 30,000. Leprosy exists 
to an wlarming extent in several of the 
proving: of Luzon, and Captain Lynch, 
one of the doctors of the health depart- 
ment, tells me that he saw several hun- | 
dred cases during his stay in Negros. 
The Spaniards paid but little attention to 
the prevention of the disease. They 
had only two hospitals, one in Cebu and 
one in Manila. In Cebu the disease is 
known to be spreading and in Manila 
there are undoubtedly many lepers at | 
large. 
A VISIT TO A LEPER HOSPITAL. 

I took a carriage this afternoon and 
drove out into the country to the leper 
hospital. It is about three miles from 
the center of Manila and not far from 
the outskirts of the city. You pass by 
@ market where hundreds of men, women 
and children are crowding and pushing 
one another in buying and selling, think- 
ing as you look how easily one leper 
could contaminate the whole. You go by 
thousands of the thatched huts of the 
laboring classes, each hut swarming with 
People, and at last come to a big white 
building which looks not unlike a peni- 
tentiary. It is surrounded by large 
grounds, and shut off from the road by a 
thick wall of stone. It has a barred 
gate, and as you Jook up you instinctive- 
ly remember the inscription over Dante's 
Inferno: 

“All hope abandon ye who enter here,’ 
and wonder why it is not inscribed 
upon it. 

Entering the gate is Iike going into 
@ prison. You are in a long passage be- 
tween high walls of stone, and far down 
at the end of this, you see the barred 
doors of the hospital itself.

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A DRIVING RENAISSANCE. 
Despite its popularity coaching is per- 
haps the least of the sports which now are 
causing renewed demands for the horse.

probably contributing most. This revival 
owes much throughout the country to the 
pneumatic tire as applied to Iight pleas- 
ure vehicles. In New York the speedway, 
completed two years ago, has been even 
more influential. 

Years ago, when the Harpers, Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt, Robert Bonner and other 
old-time gentlemen drivers were in the 
habit of speeding their horses every fine 
| day on Harlem Lane, New York was the 
greatest center for light harness driving 
The growth of the city 


speeding of horses for fun, Later the state 
laws adverse to racing and betting ex- 
tended the decline of harness driving out- 
side the city. In time the decline became 
so widespread as yirtually to call a halt 
in the breeding of fast trotters. But the 
speedway has changed everything. Now 
that there is a road in which to drive 
them trotters and pacers are once more 
great favorites, some of the old-time 
breeding farms have resumed operations 
on a large scale and new ones are being 
established. And as of old, the driving 
constituency in New York is not profes- 
sional but composed of men who speed 
their horses for fun and not for money. 
Though the relative number of light har- 
ness Crivers is less than in the palmy 
days of the lane the actual number is 
much greater. According to the speedway 
police, some thousands of separate rigs 


| are often to be seen on the speedway in 


the course of a single day. Not all these

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rigs are drawn by real fiyers, of course, 
but the speedway sees at least twice as 
many fast horses as the lane ever did. 
Stimulated by this state of affairs, the 
Road Drivérs’ Association of the State of 
New York has made arrangements for a 
trotters and pacers parade to take place 
on the speedway in the immediate future. 
This will be the first of what the associa- 
tion hopes to make a series of annual 
events. Drivers of light harness horses 
from all parts of the country have been 


invited to take part, and it is confidently | 


expected that the result will be a spectac- 
ular display of handsome wagons and fast 
horses. 

Not many in New York know it, but 
Chicago was the first city to have a reg- 
ular speedway, though Chicago's drive 
has never equaled the speedway here. 
For eight years the Chicago park com- 
missioners have maintainéd a drive of a 
mile along the western limit of Washing- 
ton park, and other drives of the same 


kind are now being built in other parks | 


there; the most extensive will be in Jack- 
son park along the lake front. 

Cleveland, Detroit, Boston. Brooklyn, 
and Providence are all building speedways, 
At Newport a good track that was owned 
by a private club, but which has been 
lying dormant for about six years, is to 
be revived this year, and the applications 
for nnembership have been so numerous 
that the city council contemplates bulld- 
ing a public speedway. A prominent 
horseman of Boston, speaking of the 
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driving in the Hub City, said yesterday: 

“Where there was one light harness 
horse last year, there will

Albert C. Bostwick, of New York, is 
one of the most enthusiastic automo- 
bilists here. Yet with all his auto-wag- 
ons, his stables were never so full. He

R. RUSKIN’s death has sent my 
thoughts back to a sumer in Eng- 


M land a few years ago during which 


I made a Ruskin pilgrimage. In Oxford, 
Chealsea and Sheffield I saw all that was 
accessible of the great teacher's work in 
schools and museums, but there were 
other shrines in Lancashire and West- 
moreland, and toward them I next turned 
my steps. 

In those counties the ancient cottage in- 
dustries of spinning and weaving flax by 
hand had long passed away, when Mr. 
Ruskin conceived the idea of reviving 
them in his own neighborhood to give 
work and the means of support to poor 
old men and women who were sitting by 
their firesides in enforced idleness, their 
occupation taken from them by the mills. 
With the help of friends inspired by his 
zeal, the enterprise was carried out so 
successfully that where only linen for un- 
derwear and household use had been 
planned, the product turned out a treas- 
ure for artistic needlework and was prized 
by royalty itself, 

HUNTING FOR SHEETS. 

In due time Ambleside was reached and 
the region of the hand-made linen was 
close by, for the spinning school, I knew, 
was in a cottage named after St. Martin 
and dedicated to him, standing halfway 
between Mr. Ruskin’s home in Conniston, 
and Wordsworth’s in Rydal. Now if Mr. 
Ruskin had taken such an interest and 
given so much personal attention to the 
scheme that the product of the cottage 
wheels and looms was called by his name, 
that was sufficient inducement for me to 
determine to see the Langsdale linen and 
to go home the proud possessor of some 
Ruskin sheets.

When Chapel Stile was reached we soon 
found St. Martin's just as it had been de- 
scribed, “‘a quaint place exactly fulfilling 
Horace’s injunction, ‘Near the house let 
there be a spring of water, and a wood 
close bv.’’’ The date, 1692 was on the 
front of the cottage. We found that we 
had thirty-five minutes for our stay there. 

A woman scrubbing the floor rose at 
once, pulled down her sleeves and then 
looked the real lady that she was. She 
saw the urgency of our case and quick, 
gentle and obHging, lost not a moment ijn 
waiting on us. She showed the linen, sev- 
en or eight kinds in the place, and then 
the embroideries—from small cushion cov- 
ers and table mats, through tray cloths, 
covers for stands, tables and bureaus, and 
drapery for pictures, up to bedspreads and 
portieres. The price of many were high 
up in the pounds, but not too high for the 
work upon them, and, the main thing, 
they found ready sale at theSe prices 
amongst the summer visitors. 

There were oriental borders copied on a 
larger scale from. the little oriental 
squares that we import. Persian patterns, 
Kensington patterns and stitches, Greek 
lace, etc.—all kinds of stitches, all pat- 
terns in white and in colors, in all threads, 
silk, linen, worsted and gold. I remember 
some large pansies outlined with gold, 
purple and yellow alternately on a check- 
er board background. Another exquisite 
thing had the linen checked off with drawn 
work, and the squares in the border em- 
broidered with pinks in Kensington stitch 
—white flowers and green leaves. This

A framed autograph also of Mp 
Ruskin over the mantlepiece—a large sheer 
of paper closely covered with writing, but 
in a hand so rapid and contracted that it 
would have taken long to puzzle it out: 
it was about the dignity and happiness 
coming from the venerable arts of spin- 
ning and weaving. 

The very photograph of Giotto’s “‘Weay. 
ing’’ which had been the only guide for 
repairing and putting together the ola 
loom brought out of its fifty years’ decay 
and oblivion in a. Viendal cellar, was on 
the wall, and four pictures in a row of 
Penelope and other spinners and weavers 
of history and poetry—Longfellow’s Pris- 
cilla one of them. There was carved oak 
furniture, black with age and very pre- 
cious, and samples of the work of the 
present time, for wood carving is another 
revived cottage art; and for a finishing 
enchantment, Mr. Ruskin had often been 
in that very room. 

I didn’t forget the sheeting; I could look 
and admire though I couldn't have any. 
I asked for it—another drawer opened and 
a piece was taken out—about a dozen 
yards. It was very coarse, very, but after 
the instant’s shock, I asked the price: 
5-6. but is was single width, and I had 
had nothing but wide linen in mind, 
though. as I reflected afterwards, no hand 
loom® was ever made that would weave 
wide sheeting. But I put the next ques- 
tion: Was it for sale? 

Oh, yes. Why didn’t I say instantly, 
“Tl will take so many yards,” and bring 
off my prize exultingly? Well, I couldn't 
collect my thoughts, my good fortune was 
so unexpected; the price for two breadths 
was the same as 11 shillings a yard, $2.7, 
so far I could reckon, but I couldn’t think 
how many yards I should need, nor how 
much‘ it would cost—as for using the Eng- 
lish currency quick, I cannot do it. Be 
sides. I had been flying about that room, 
watch in hand, till now it was nearly time 
to go out over an unknown road and meet 
the coach which we must not keep walt- 
ing. I had boiled up with delight at find- 
ing that I could have the linen, still its 
undeniable coarseness had cooled me of 
a little and then what time was there to 
have it measured off and how could ws 
get the great heavy bundle to the coach. 
Common sense said: Don’t do in haste 
what vou may regret in leisure, 

When my companion had a lone chance 
with me, she spoke of the fabric with ir- 
reverent scorn. wouldn't have a bed of 
hers seen with such sheets, and couldnt 
sleep between them for their roughness, 
but that doesn’t turn me— I hanker for 
Ruskin sheets yet. 

In Keswick the linen industry is an off- 
shoot from Mr. Ruskin’s, but has grown 
to greater proportions. They display in 
their salesrooms more variety than we see 
at St. Martin's; thirty-seven kinds of 
cloth differing in width, fineness, degree 
of bleaching and price, and then, as some 
are dyed blue, orange, purple and red, 
it brings the whole number of kinds up 
to fifty. 

The sheeting there was 8 cents higher 
than at St. Martin’s, making two widths 
come to $3.75 a yard, but they would not 
sell me any. for that and six other kinds 
are made specially for their own Keswick 
embroiderers; there are seven other kinds 
which can be obtained only by entering 
an order which will be filled in its regular, 
turn, and there is one kind of which the 
Princess Louise takes all they make for 
her schools of embroidery. 

They have but one spinner who can 
draw out a thread fime and even enough 
for this,“so the supply is, of necessity. 
limited. This work is all well paid when 
done, and, in addition, at the end of the 
year profits from sales are divided 
amongst the workers. The cottagers all 
over the country side have been able from 
these earnings to repair their dwellings 
and then they beautify them with theft 
own handiwork; high and low have been 
brought into earnest helpfulness and 
warm friendship, and life is brightened up 
for all. 

A beautiful and impressive incident con- 
nected with the recent funeral of Mr. Rus 
kin is the fact that the casket was cov- 
ered with a chaste, simple linen 
woven by the women of the Ruskin linen 
school of Keswick. 


CHEAP SWEATBREADS 
THAT ARE DELICIOUS 


When economy must be combined with 
g00d cooking, beef sweetbreads are used 
instead of calves (at less than half the 
price), and the most epicurean membef 
of the family will never know the differ- 
ence. Sweetbreads with tomatoes is pef- 
haps the greatest favorite and is made 
thus: Strain a pint of cooked tomatoes 
(canned answer well) through a coarse 
sieve, thicken with a tablespoonful and 
a half each of flour and butter blended 
together, cook, stirring carefully, until 
very thick, then add three each of pep 
per corns and cloves, a bay leaf or chop 
ped parsley, a teaspoonful of Worcester 
shire sauce and enough burnt sugar 
(caramel) to give a rich, clear color. 
Parboil two pairs of sweetbreads and 
when cold break up !Into sma bits, re 
jecting skin and gristle, stir into the 
cooked tomatoe, which has been allowed 
to cool, turn into a pint puddizg dish 
and bake for forty minutes covered.

Child Attacked by a Rat.
